The committee appointed by the City

Council to analyze the water of all the rivers
in this vicinity, has reported; or if it hat not
reported it has published a report in one of
the city papers, which amount to the tame
thing with nsliglit difference in taste and pro-

priety. It reminds us of the report which
"FalstafTg" boy brought from the physician,
to whom lie bad sent a specimen for a medi-
cal analysis:

"He said, sir, the water itself was a pood
healthy water, but for the party that owned
it. he mipht have more diseases than he
knew fur."

The properties of the waters seen much
like tlio?e we see in analyses of the valuable
springs, a current from which is supposed to
lie necessary to every one's "internal polity"
iu the summer. The wnter all seems very
good water, yet the persons that use it may
Lave more diseases than they wot of. As
these properties are regarded as highly med-

icinal in mineral springs, we suppose that
'be larger the proportion of them the better.
The Ohio River wnter seems to have least,
rnd in fact, seems unaccountably deficient
ia solid properties, although yielding freely
of sediment. The rcsu'ts of the analy. e? by
different parties are stated in such various
lerms that a c omparison of them, to see how
they agree, would involve much labor, if it
could be made at all. Tin's is probably well.

Now that the Council have got the analy-fi- s.

the question is. what will they do with
it? To the ordinary observer tho water
e?en3 a very good water, yet they who use
it may have more diseases than they wot ot.
Probably the Council can tell the public
whether tlie "salts" make it "dilatory to
health,'-

-

or beneficial. If beneficial, the Mad
Kiver or one of the Miamis is the thing, aa
those seem most gifted. If "dilatory," that
and the dilatoriness which the Council an- -
jireheiid fiom the steam-heatin- g apparatus
ia the City Buildings, would be too much
for the Council, and that disposes of the
case; for existence would be miserable with-
out the Council. We suppose that at their
first meeting the Council will "cast the
water of the land'' as "Macbeth" anxiously
cesired in his time, and report what diseases
lie hid in these infinitesimal portions of mag-

nesia and lime, or whether they are just
what are needed to give tone to the city
stomach.

Nobody knows what dangers environ us
until analysis has revealed them. Not long
ngo distinguished chemist discovered a
very deadly acid in Catawba wine. Prussic
acid aboands in peaches and grapes; and
bread, in the process of rising, evolves car-

bonic acid gas, which, if rightly taken, is
fatal to life. An officious savant showed a
Brahmin through a microscope a drop of
water teeming with animal life. As the
Braminic religion forbids animal food, the
Brahmin lamented, like Eve, the fatal
knowledge. But the savant poured some
rum in a tumbler of water, and showed him
the animalcule precipitated to the bottom.
Thenceforth rum became a part of the Brah-
min's religion.

This reminds us to inquire what was the
fate of the animalcule in this analysis?
Might not their properties be materially
changed by it? Most any of us would ex-

perience a sliirht modification if put through
each a process; and we are only animalcule;,
n little more developed. This brings ns also
to inquire what effect does the admixture
of some of those beverages which are com-

mon to our population, ' have on these
" salts ? " Really the investigation seems
quite incomplete, in spite of the haste of the
Superintendent of Water-work-s to rush into
print. We hardly think that the danger of
tiie Water-work- s was so imminent as he
thinks.

We presume the Council will tell the pub-

lic precisely what effect those properties of
these various rivers will have on their in-

ternal economy. Each may be adapted to
different constitutions and races. The Celt
may require magnesia and the Saxon lime,
to make the proper effervescence. We may
have to have all these rivers brought into
the city to suit all cases. In the mean time,
until the Council have spoken, the analysis
leaves the matter as the Council found it
'the water seems very good water, but they
that use it may have more diseases than they
wot of." .

Early Christianity—The Catholic Telegraph.

A very brief generalization of any lonf
feries of historical relations will always b
open to cavil from those whose learning is
in acquisition rather than in digestion, or
who have a theory of their own which they
prefer. When we wrote, in an article en-

titled "Our Sectarian Status," the following
sentences ' I

"Rome was the cradle of modern Chris-ti- ai

liy The Church of Christ had died out
in Judos, it had become corrupted with all
sorts of heathen intermixtures in Alexandria,
and in the seven Asiatic Churches, when it
arose to gain new life and a radical recon-
struction under the patronage of the Roman
Emperors, and to find a central point from
whence to radiate over all the then-know- n

world, from the Eternal City itself. All
Christianity, as it appears in its exterior
manifestations, therefore, dates back im-

mediately to Rome; and this is the testimony
not only of Catholic but Protestant and pro-
fane history."

we perfectly enderstood that the rapid
glance they presented of occurrences extend-
ing through several centuries, would be
likely to tempt to the indulgence of the very
style of criticism in which our cotemporary
of the Catholic Telegraph indulges.

If, however, the editor of the Telegraph
will be so good as to read what we have re-

printed above, in connection with his own
paraphrase, he will see that his indictment
is founded upon points of his own manufac-
ture in other words, upon a misstatement
of the meaning of what we wrote. We did
net say thnt Religion died out at Jerusalem,
Antioch and Alexandria, nor that it was re-

vived at Rome under the patronage of the
Emperors. We were speaking of the
Christian Church, which did disappear from
Jerusalem, and did become corrupted in
Antioch and Alexandria; which, under a
new organization, in the time of Constan-tin- e,

became the state religion of the Eastern
Empire; which was protected and extended
by nearly all his successors; and finally its
patriarchate transferred to the West-fo- und

a seat for its central authority at
Rome. Row much or how little the modern
Western Emperors have done for the Church
is not a matter as it is easy to see from the
context that bad any thing to do with the
subject upon which we were treating; and
the animadversions of the Telegraph, taking
that view of the case are simply hypercrit-
ical.

We might return tho compliment of the
Telegraph by a jnster criticism upon some of
its statements; for example:

"In the beginning of the fourth century,
Constantino patronized the church because
the Christians were the supportof bis throne.
He professed himself a Christian, and dis-
claimed all right to interfere in ecclesiastical
matters of any kind."

It would be much more consonant to the
testimony of history to say that the Chris-
tians became supporters of the throne of
Constantine in consequence of his patronage
of the chnrch. He was converted by a mir
acle, as all the world is aware. He saw a
great light in the heavens, and a cross, with
the motto: in hoc tigno vincet, and came out
at once upon the side of Christianity. He
professed himself a Christian, and Christians
adhered to him; and the church took form
and gained solidity under his hand. And
the fact thnt he threw his imperial influence
into the scale to decide a question of doctrine
between Arius and Athanasiusat the Council
of Nice, and not only so, but banished the
former from his dominions, and ordered that
whosoever should find any of his writings
and not burn them should be punished
capitally, is a curious commentary upon the
declaration that "he disclaimed all right to
interfere in ecclesiastical matters.'

Revolutionizing a Miracle.
The English journals have expressed an

anxious hope that Garibaldi would explode
the miracle of the liquefaction of the blood of
St. Januarius, at Naples. The blood of the
martyred saint is contained in two glass
phials, and twice a year it is in the habit of
becoming liquid. These occasions are made
high festivals in Naples. After high re
ligious ceremonies, one of the bottles is held
up by a priest before the congregation, and the
hard dry substance turns red and liquid, and
bubbles up in the bottles, in violent agita-
tion. The faithful are much comforted by
this, regarding it as evidence of God's pres
ence; and Protestants seem to regard it in
the same light, as they have been much
troubled about it.

Various English persons have seen the
miracle, and failed to contrive any theory to
explain it, that could satisfy themselves.
Among the rest a British Peer, we forget
his name, saw and testified to the full per-

formance of the liquefaction. It has been a
great stumbling-bloc- k to the English, as
their Church has not been prolific in mira
cles, although they admit that miracles are
oae of the attributes of the true Church.
Therefore, they hoped that Garibaldi would
smash these phials; but instead of that, one
of his first acts after entering Naples was
to attend church and devoutly perform the
usual ceremony, and the semi-annu- al

liquefaction went off on the 19th of Septem-
ber, as UBual, so that he has recognized the
miracle as one of the institutions of the new
regime.

It is doubtful if Garibaldi would have had
much encouragement from the English if
they had expected this result, and it will
account for much of their present coldness
toward him. In fact it is probable that they
cared more for revolutionizing the miracle
than the govern menu As that remains, they
are disgusted. How often we are led to ex-

claim, with the pious Dr. Watts, "Great God,
on what a Blunder thread hang human
things!" The English should contrive
tome thing to offset this miracle. Their
Faint, Henry the Eighth, ought to have some
efficacy in his relics. His shin-bon- might
le induced to perform antics once a year,
that being about his average consumption of
wives. They ought to try if they hav not
some miraculous virtue among themselves,
iubtead of trying to smash the miracles of
their neighbors.

We publish in another part of this paper
